1 replied, ‘Ah, madam, she is my 
very own,’ but she believes me not, and 
said I stole the little girl, because her 
hair is hight. Surely it will be the true 
Romany black when she is large. It 
angers me that her hair should be like 
the whites. But many of our children 
here have hair that is fair.

The 
gypsy is bound by a mighty tribal oath 
t»> know naught but evil intent toward 
any not of his blood. Time and change 
have contributed to wear away the force 
of this vow, which his ancestors took 
centuries ago, but it is sufficiently strong 
to do away with the possibility of his 
caring to make his own any children not 
born of his people. He himself cannot 
tell why he is bound by this oath. He 
knows nothing but that it is the law of 
his race, and that whosoever the Rom 
may be who departs from it he is 
despised by his kind. Ask the gypsy 
what was the land of his people and he 
will reply Egypt, for he knows no better. 
Probably not one gypsy out of 10,000 
has any other idea of his origin at the 
present day. He does not know that in- 
stead of being an Egyptian he is the 
descendant of the disinherited outcasts 
of India. 

Iivery yeat as soon as the winter 
snows begin to melt on nearly every 
roal within a radius of 500 miles of 
Chicago gypsy trains can be seen wend- 
ing their way to the metropolis. The 
suburbs of Chicago are the yearly meeting 
pixces of all the gypsy families of the 
West and South. Often these families 
numbers hundreds of rsons, The 
cainp conveniently near the city. Few 
of the Romany folk can write, and there 
is little exchanging of letters among kin, 


o.her, and when matches are made be- 
tween gypsy youths. The Romany tent- 
ing season about Chicago usually begins 
in March. Camp is broken about this 
time. The tribes scatter, some individ- 
ual families going in one direction, some

All the winter before coming to the 
city’s boundaries the men have been 
engaged in various country places, buy- 
ing up horses and fitting them for the 
market. These horses are brought into 
the city by the gypsy vender. They are 
disposed of at a handsome profit, 

The gypsy is, therefore, never poor. 
Invariably he has plenty of ready money. 
He invests his wealth in no permanent 
way. Seldom does he intrust it to the 
keepet of a bank. If he buys land with 
it and settles down upona farm, even 
for a portion of his days, he is no longer 
a true Rom, albeit, some of the younger 
gypsies in America have shown @ dis- 
position within the past few years to ig- 
nore the custom of their fathers and 
settle themselves to the steady calling of 
farmers. 
as horse dealers. 

The gypsy is prodigal in his expendi- 
tures. He does not save. Everything 
the market affords in the way of eata- 
bles he buys. He is especially fastidious 
in regard to the selection of the meats 
that he eats, and particular about his 
butter. Nothing is saved from one day’s 

rovisions for the next day’s meals. 

Vhatever remains is thrown to the dogs 

or to waste. Gypsy cooking is rude, and 
often unclean, but the eatables are the 
best that money can buy. The gypsy is 
not a thief. He is no purloiner of chick- 
ens. He has no need to steal, for he has 
sufficiency without. 

He will tell you with justifiable pride 
that in all the breadth of the land not 
one prison sheliers a gypsy. *‘We break 
no law,” he will tell you. So he has, in 


anda thief.. He has, however, persisted 
in being an outcast. Yet as such he has 
prospered. 


Many a gypsy woman, like her hus-

There is another class of roadsters 
whose numbers are rapidly increasing in 
this country, who are the most arrant 
thieves. By the majority of persons 
they are considered gypsies. The man- 
ner of living is similar, and their home 
is the roads.

A Cowboy's Life. 

The life of the average cowboy is not 
80 romantic as sometimes painted. They 
work hard, have little variety of food 
and ‘ead a lonesome life. While at the 
_home ranch they have some of the com- 
forts of life. They have a chance tosleep 
under a roof, generally on a blanket on 
|the floor, and they can sit down to a 
table while they eat their bread and 

bacen and drink their black coffee. And 
during the evenings they spend their 
time reading, writif& to some fair maid 
-have met at ball valde or Del 
Rio or telling stories and singing songs. 
When they go off €ow hunting they take 
a sack, put in it some flour, bakin pow- 
der, a piece of fat bacon, some coffee and 
sugar and a littlesalt. This they throw 
over the horse’sback. They take a skil- 
let and hang it to the saddle and hang a 
coffee-pot to thehorse’s neck. Their six- 
shooter is in a belt around their waist. 
They ride off fifteen or twenty miles from 
nowhere. 

The sun beginning to get low they 
dismount, .stake out the pony and 
proceed to get supper. Gathering a few 

sotol stocks a fire is started. Some water 
_is dipped up from the puddle where the 
horses have been drinking and the cattle 
wading about. The colfee pot is filled 
and placed on the fire to lol. Bread 
must be made. The cowboy has to have 
hot bread three times a day. They cut 
off a few slices of bacon, put it in the 
skillet and fry it out. The meatis picked 
‘out, leaving the hot grease, to which 
they add a little water, put in flour, 
some baking powder and a little salt. 
This they stir up till it is doughy; then 
they play with it a little while with their 
kands, Finally it is put back in the 
skillet, the ecg! om on and fire placed 
above, below and around. In a few 
moments the bread is baked or fried. 
Now the festive cowboy eais his supper 
_—coffee, meat and bread. The same for 
breakfast and the same for dinner, varied 
somewhat if he happens to killa deer oran 
antelope. Supper over, seeing that his pony 
isall right, he spreads his blunket on the 
ground, puts his saddle under his head 
for a pillow, places his shooting iron 
where it will be handy and goes to sicep. 
This life he leads for two or three weeks, 
or til! his provisions run short, and he, 
getting hungry and lonesome and wish- 
ing to see the boys, returns to the ranch 
for a day or two.

We were off the Florida cvast gather- 
ing sponges.

REVOLUTION IN ROUMELIA 


The People R'sing Almost to a Man in 


Rebellion--Depesing the Goy- 
ernment and Uniting With 


Bulgaria. 


Ths populace of Philippopolis, the capital 
of Eastern Roumelia, almost to a man, have 
risen in rebellion, seized the governor-general, 
ieposed the government, and have proclaimed 
a union with Bulzaria. A provisional gov 
ernment was established. The revolt was se 
well planned that no disorJer or blood- 
shed occurred, everybody being in sympa- 


thy with the movement except the govern- ' 


ment officers) The foreigners in the city aro 
safe, as is also the property of foreign resi- 
dents. Immediately after the organization 
of the provisional government the militia was 
sworn in, taking the vath of allegiance to 
Prince Alexander of Bulgaria. Itis gener- 
ally believed in diplomatic circles that Rus- 
sia arranged the programme of the uprising 
and sugested the union with 

Eastern Roumelia was created by the con. 
gress of Berlin in 1878, and was given an au- 
tonomic government, thouzh forming an in- 
tegra! part of the Turkish empire. The gov- 
ernor-general was appointed by the porte, 
subject to the approval of the treaty powers, 

The Bulgarian army has been mobilized, 
and a corps has been sant to the Roumelian 
frontier. Prince Alexdader has proceeded to 
Philippopolis, appointed as commis- 
sioner M. Strausky, who is now president of 
the Koumelian provisional government. 

The insurgents in Eastern Roumelia, acting 
under the orders of the provisional govern- 
ment, have occupied all the strategic points 
on the Turkish frontier, blown up all the 
bridges which would be likely to be used by 
a force advancing from Turkey to the relief 
of the depusei government, and destroyed 
the wires leading into Turkey.

JUMBO KILLED. 


Hun Over ty a Train in Canada— 
Shetch of Cuoreer. 


Jumbo, the $50,0 elephant belonging to 
Barnum, was killed on the Grand Trunk Air- 
Line track baf a mile east of St. Thomas, 
Ontario, the other night. His keeper was 
leading him along th» track tp load him, when 
a freight train came up behind unnoticed and 
can him down. Lle w.s injured so badly 
that he died in thirty minutes. The trick 
elephant Tom Thumb was also injured, his leg 
being broken. 

Jumbo was probably the raost famous ele- 
phant that ever live !, anl at the time of his 
jeath was the jargest animal in captivity: 


He belongel to the African species, and was 
about twenty-five years of age. Taken to 
the London zoo!ogical gardens when a baby, 
as he attained his growth he was used to con- 
vey loads of chibiren upon hit back about 
the gardens, and when so employed was 
perfectly tractab’e. As he grew older, 
however, he manifestel an unruly dis- 
position when close'y contined, and it 
was for this reasou, it is said, that the coun- 
et of the zoological society deciled to sell 
bim when Mr. P. T. Barnum opened nezotia- 
tions for his purchase in the early part of 
ins2. They feared that he would become pos- 
sessed by the peculiar insanity to which ele- 
phants at certain stages of life are sabject. 
When, however, the fact became known that 
tue council had made a definite contract tw 
il Jumbo to Mr. Barnum for £2,000, great 
indignation was expressed by the London 
press, and in ashort time an extraordinary 
ee “craze” on thesubject was developed 
in England. Jumbo became the chief topic 
of the day, and his removal from the coun- 
try was lamented as a national calamity. 
F:very effort was made to prevent it, even in- 
cluding an injunction suit in chancery, 
and the matter was brought bef. re the house 
of commons. The members of the council, 
roundly denounced as they were, adhered to 
their legal contract, and late in March, 1882, 
Jumbo wasembarkeifor the United States 
on board the steamship Assyrian Monarch. 

For weeks before the elephant’s departure 
the zoological gardens were visited by 
crowds of men, women, and children of ail 
classes of society, who went to take a fare- 
well look at Jumbo and to feed him with 
buns and other delicacies. Popular feeling 
ran so high that there were rumors that a 
riot would take place when he was conveyed 
through the streets to the steamship dock, 
but the removal was made in the early murn- 
ing hours without causing any demonstrations 
«cept those of farewell. Itis said that the 
otal cost of bringing him to the United 
— was $20,000, exclusive of the price paid 
ier him, 

The height of Jumbo was eleven feet and a 
haif. His immense bulk wassuch tnat a front 
vieyv af him was about as imposing as a side 
view. Other elephants looked like pigmies 
beside him. His runk for several feet afte: 
leaving bis head wasas thick as astout mans 
body. When he lifted his head and stretched 
his trunk upwarJ, he could reach up twenty- 
six feet, or five feet higher than the largest of 
2 other elephants in his owner's extensive

The military desire for flags in China

At the camp of the Tso 
tsung-tang regiment, on a pleasant knoll 
just outside the walls of King-chun-foo, 
more than one hundred large flags were 
displayed, ranged with the precision of 
the rows in a cornfield, there being one 
for nearly every white canvass tent, in 
which the soldiers were comfortably in- 
stalled. The material used is Manchester 
cotton, bonght white and colored by the 
Chinese. As each is about the size of a 
common bed blanket, and several thous- 
and must be required for the ten thousand 
troops stationed in and about Holhow 
and King-chow-foo, the ere needed 
is immense and the merchants who deal 
in the goods were prepared accordingly. 
There is no doubt but that their number 
is often unreasonably increased by the 
mandarins commanding the yt that 
they may have the squeeze, or difference 
in price, since they purchase at a fair rate 
and charge the government double.
